71 to 7. The National. Guardsmen, 
who didn't seem to know what they 
were in for, could be gent absolutely 
anywhere in the’ Western hemi: 
sphere, or to the far-flung Philip- 
pines, for that matter. Most of them 
were business men, and could il) be 
spared from key positions. Mar- 
riled men were exempted if they re- 
signed within three weeks after they 
were called up. As a whole, the Na- 
tional Guard is supposed to have 
Willkie tendencies, and not Roose- 
veltian ones, But Mr. Roosevelt 
hastened to assure the Guardists 
that it was most unlikely they would 
be sent far afield—something like a 
100 to 1 shot. This tended to cool 
their disgruntiement. New York's 
crack high-soclety cavalry became 
an armored-uzz outfit, and New 
York’s ditto infantry turned into 
const artillery anti-aircraft. So did 
Harlem's ditto-ditto -infantry Ne- 
groids.

The Germans took over Czecho- 
slovakia in two stages, The first 
stage consisted in grabbing the Ger- 
manic Sudeten region, and the sec- 
ond stage came five months later, 
when Hitler snatched virtually all 
the rest of the country. So, with 
Russia and the Finns. A‘ter a war 
of 100 days, Stalin took the Manner- 
heim Nge, Viborg, Finland’s second 
city, strategic islands, and border 
strips. Finland was almost dis- 
armed. Then the Sovict's absorbed 
Bessarabia (from Rumania) and the 
little Baltic states of Lithuania, Lat- 
via and Estonia, 


Now It looked like Finland again— 
or what was left of ft, The Russiatis 
said they “feared” Finnish activi- 
tles, and accused the Finns of mal- 
treating their Communist minority, 
It was the old formula, to precede 
aggressive action. Meanwhile, the 
Finnish red leader, Otto Kuusinen, 
was elected vice president of the 
Soviet Russian parliament, as a sig- 
nificant gesture, Kuusinen had been 
an open traitor to his country dur- 
ing the first Finnish war of 1940, The 
number of Finnish Communists, ac:

How much is $21,000,000,000, It 
would buy outright the entire rail- 
road system of the United States— 
every mile of track, every bridge, 
terminal and yard, every piece of 
rolling stack and locomotive equip- 
ment, every mile of telephone and 
telegraph equipment, plus every sta- 
‘tlon and siding, 

' The official reports of the Inter- 
state Commerce commission place 
the current value of American rail: 
roads at roundly $20,000,000,000. ‘The 
nation built up this railroad system 
over a period of 115 years, 
* * * 

It is dificult for the mind to grasp 
such spending. But we may re- 
duce the authorizations of the pres- 
ent session to famillar terms. Let 
us assume that the whole amount 
authorized since January had been 
devoted to building houses at $3,000 
each. That would be a substantial 
house — better than the average 
American home today.

Yet it is politics which has caused 
the President to turn cagy on new 
steps to aid Britain, He has to be 
SURE that he is not endangering 
his own re-election, Not because 
the high command of the Republi- 
cans would attack such an action, 
but because the jfsolationists are 
making such a determined effort to 
convince the public that Roosevelt is 
leading us down the path to war. 

For instance, take the matter of 
these 50 destroyers. Ambassador 
Lord Lothian said in a radio inter- 
view a few weeks back that the 
greatest aid this country could give 
Britain IMMEDIATELY would be 50 
of those Werld war destroyers.

Digging a Cellar, 

C)UEsuan, Lintend digging a cel- 

lar under the kitchen. The 

bungalow is supported by eight con- 
crete piers, The plot is near a lale 
and composed entirely of sand. 
Would you suggest concrete block or 
poured concrete? Would the caving 
in of the sand be too much of a haz- 
ard? Do you think the cellar would 
be too damp to use? Would like in- 
formation on the easiest and cheap- 
est way of doing this. 

Answer: My preference {s for a 
poured concrete cellar. If there is 
any danger of the sand "saving in," 
the sides should be shored up with 
boards. As to dampnesséin the cel- 
lar, much will depend on the quality 
of the conercte and the drainage 
qualities of the soil. The Portland 
Cement association, Chicago, IIL, 
can furnish you with printed matter 
on this subject. 

Removing Wallpaper. 

Question: I should like to ~-have 
your formula for removing old wall- 
paper. 

Answer: Old wallpaper can be re. 
moved by a thorough soaking with 
warm water to soften and free the 
paste, A handful of washing soda 
to the gallon of warm water may

loosens, tear it off, starting from 
the top. With the Paper aff, while 
the wall is still damp, sponge it 
with clear, warm water. After dry: 
ing, sandpaper the wall lightly 
to remove bits of paper and hard: 
ened paste, 
Fireplace Tile. 

Question: My fireplace fs faced 
with brick-colured tiles that are nol 
handsome. Could I cover them with 
marbleized linoleum and blacken the 
tiles of the floor? 

Answer: Wall linoleum can be aps 
plied to tile, but I do not think that 
the effect would be particularly 
goed. It would be better to bear 
with the tiles for a while until you 
are able to replace them with tilog 
that are more attractive, or with 
slabs of real marble. If the floor 
Ules are glossy, the color cannot 
be changed. If they are dull, you 
can blacken them with nigrosine 
dye, to be had at a paint store, oF 
with black ints.
